Germany, they assert, is the same well organiz­ 
ed, well disciplined nation of sixty-live million, or more 
people, which sprang at the throat of tile civilized world 
five years ago in an effort to dominate every nation and 
people. 
Germany is uncrushed and unrepentent, abundantly 
able to meet every demand which the allies have seen fit 
to make upon her and still maintain her place as one of 
the greatest powers in the world and a competitor for the 
commerce of the world, as strong as she was before the 
war. 
. Germany, it is asserted, enters upon peace as a com­ 
petitor for trade on as good or even a better footing than 
the nations victorious over her on the field of battle. 
Most unpleasant of all, these observers assert that 
Germany is united and complacent while lier allies are di­ 
vided and quarreling over inconsequential matters.
